BANKER SKIPS TOWN 


STEPHENS OF NEKOOSA FOROKS 


1« Found to be Miaaing when Offi- 


cer* Attempt to Hrresl Him 


on Charue or Hri»on. 


The bank of Nekoosa, owned and 


operated by C. I,. Stephens, formerly 
of Merrill, has passed out of existence 
and so far as can be learned by the 
officers of the law, Stevens himse'lf has 
.suffered a like fate, as nothing has 
been seen or heard of him since aboul 
eight o'clock on Saturday evening. 


The mystery surrounding the burn- 


ing of the building in which the bank 
was located had caused considerable 
talk at Nekoosa and the owner of the 
building, S. I,. Stevens, had come to 
the conclusion that the banker had set 
the building afire. 
Acting on Ihis 


supposition he had caused a warrant 
to be issued for the arrest of the 
banker on a charge of arson. 


In the meantime three notes had 


turned up that had been drawn in fa- 
vor of the Bank of Nekoosa that were 
undoubted forgeries. 
One of these 


was for the sum 
of 5150U and was 


signed Win. Schaetzel, and staled on 
the face that it was secured by a real 
estate mortgage. 
Schaef/.el resides in 


South Dakota and had been in Ne- 
koosa last fall looking over land with 
- view to locating settlers there, and 


: understood to be worth some monev. 
Another note for SI000 was signed 
. I(. Stevens. 
This is the name of 


the man who owned the building in 


•hich the bank was located, and was 
forgery pure and simple. 
Accom- 


panying Ihe nole was a lisl of assetts 
purporting lo come from S. L,. Ste- 
vens. At the boltom of this list was 
also the words: "Our names are simi- 
lar, but we are no relation." 


The third note was for SoOO and was 


signed M. J. T. Uaker. It was staled 
on Ihe face of this note thai it was se- 
cured by a bill of sale of some farm 
produce and other slulT. 
Who M. J. 


T.^ Baker is has not been discovered. 


These three notes had been deposit- 


ed with the Bankers National Bank of 
Chicago, and on Ihe strength of them 
ihe bank had extended credit to Mr. 
Stephens in Ihe sum of S1064 in ihe 
course of banking business. 


It would seem, however, that Sle- 


phens had had no intention of beating 
anyone with these forged notes, and 
:hat he had prepared them merely to 
<eep up his credil until lie had 
got 


himself.ont of a tight place. This is 
evident from Ihe facl Ihat there had 
been no attempt to sell the notes and 
although the credit extended at one 
time had amounted to over one thous- 
and dollars, a considerable portion of 
this had 
afterward 
been gradually 


jairt up until only about SoOO remained 
when Ihe crookedness of the 
irans- 


aclion was discovered. 


Had Slephetis managed to pay up 


the entire indebtedness he would have 
got the forged paper back, when il 
:ould have been destroyed and no- 
)ody would have been the wiser. The 
'act that he did not intend to beat 
anyone does not lessen the crime of 
'orgery, however. 


The claim thai Stephens burned the 


milding in which the bank was loca- 
ed, seems hardly a plausible one, as U 
cannot be figured oul where he would 
uake anything by Ihe deal. The fix- 
ures in the bank were admitted by 
ill to be worth about S700. They were 
usured for only 5300 and the adjuster 
only paid him S1SU. 
It would seem 


hat had he intended to burn himself 
out he would have carried enough in- 
surance to cover the cost of his fix- 
ures, which could have 
been done 


vithout exciting any suspicion. Then 
all of his papers were in the safe, and 
were saved in good shape. 
It had 


)een the custom to leave a gasoline 
lamp burning in the bank at night, 
and it was supposed that this lamp 
lad exploded. A f t e r the fire the lamp 
vas found and there was no evidence 
o show that it had exploded, altho all 
he testimony went to show that there 
lad been some sort of an explosion in 
he bank building. 
The warrant for Stephens' arrest 


vas issued on Saturday afternoon and 
t was expected thai no trouble would 
je experienced in finding him as he 
vas seen about town in Nekoosa only 
a short time before Ihe officers au- 
>eared on Ihe scene looking for him. 
Then he seemed to literally drop out 
of existence. He was about the vil- 
age at eight o'clock and altho all the 
rains were watched nothing was seen 
of him, and Ihe officers were'compelted 
0 return to this city without gaining 
my clew of his whereabouts. 


Stephens was about 26 years of age 


and had a wife and one child. These 
vcrc at Nekoosa whcr. Stephens left, 
nit have since gone to Merrill, their 
former home. 
At Merrill Mr. Sle- 


)hcns was well thought of. 
He had 


been a clerk in a bank in that city for 
1 number of years laud was always 
considered an exemplary young man. 
-le had been the main support of a 
widowed mother and a younger broth- 
er, and while ail seemed to consider 
iim not only a good bov but also to be 
iis personal friend. 


AtNekocs.. however, there seems 


0 have been a different feeling. 
He 


seems to have nuide no friends and 
many reports have been circulated 
concerning his questionable methods 
in the banking business. 
These ru- 


mors may have originated, to a cer- 
tain extent, in tin: minds of persons 
who an: always willing and waiting 
to give a man a kick when he is down 
, 


One thing ;.s certain, and thai is that ! 


tile banking establishment had 
not i 


proven a successful business venture, i 
and that he had been contemplating 
closing up the business when the fue ! 
occurred.

Some of the people at Nekousa t h i n k ! 


that Stephens may have made way ! 
| with himself in order to escape the 
\J 
i disgrace that was sure lo follow when ' 


his arrest occurred, while others thiuk 
Me lias taken to the woods and is hid- 
ing somewhere near. 


In speaking of the condilion of Ihe 


bank, Deputy State liank examiner 
liartr. recently expressed himself as 
follows on the subject: 


"We have no information in the 


premises other than that on Oct. 18 
C. I , Stephens wrote asking for the 
laws relating to banking. \Ve did not 
know that Ihe bank had commenced 
doing business, but because of Ste- 
phens' inquiry blanks were mailed for 
the call of the condition of business 
of his institution on Dec. 10. In re- 
ply we received a statement of the 
J U uk ot Nekoosa, sworn to bv C L 
Stephens, which shows: Assets of 
loans and discounts.

HORRIBLE ACCIDENT 


HENHY BATES KILLED AT BIHON 


Hla Clo.hci. Cnlcli on a

A distressing accident occurred in 


the paper mill at IJiroii on Thursday 
afternoon which resulted in the death 
ot Henry Bates, a young man about 
17 years of age, and a son of Ccorge 
Bates of Rudolph. 
s 


• Bates was at work at what is knmvti 
as skinning rolls, and the belt thai 
moved Ihe machinery he was workiiiir 
at,-an off the pulley: In trying U, put 
this belt back on the pulley he leaned 
against the shaft and instantly his 
c ollies caught and wound about the 
shaft and he was whirled about in a 
i rightfully rapid manner. 


The young man's fellow workmen 


notified the engineer as quickly as 
possible and the machinery was shut 
down, but not until Ihe boy had been 
on the shaft whal seemed to his com- 
panions like several minutes. 


When 
the 
machinery had been 


stopped it was found that the clothes 
had been entirely stripped from the 
young man's body, while his left leg 
and left arm were broken and crushed 
in a most horrible manner. In spile 
of his serious injuries Rates was con- 
scious, and when carried into the 
engine room, he told his companions 
that he did not believe he was hurl as 
uadly as they imagined he was. 
.Hales was carried to the home of his 
sister, Mrs. Jeff. DeMars, and medical 
assistance telephoned for immediately 
and Drs. Kidgimin and Waters re- 
paired to the scene and made a hasty 
examination. 
They held out very 


little hope of recovery for the young 
man, 
for il was evident from the 


weakness of his pulse that he had 
been hurl even worse than appeared 
on the surface. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


10 o clock in the morning ;uui t|,c 
young man lingered until about five 
o'clock in the afternoon.

A sad accident occurred in the mill 


of the Nekoosa 
Paper company ou 


liiCMlay morning which resulted in 
the instant death of Kred Westover 
who was employed in the mill as a 
third hand at one of the paper ma- 
chines. 


(^The accident occurred at about 4-45 
luesday morning, Westover being one 
of the night shift in thy m\nt ;ind 
while some of his fellow workmen 
were wilhin a few feet of him when 
the accident occurred, none of them 
had their eyes on him just at-tlre- 
lime. 


His death was caused by gelling his 


head caught between the two large 
rolls of paper that revolve at the back 
of machine and his skull was crushed 
to a pulp by Ihe pressure between the 
two rolls of paper. 


These iwo rolls of paper revolve al- 


iiiost continuously when the machine 
is in. operation, there being paper 
wound on one of Ihe rolls while on Ihe 
other it is being wound off. 
This nat- 


urally sets Ihe Iwo rolls revolving in 
opposite directions like the rolls of a 
a clothes wringer. Oridinarily there 
is considerable distance bctwe'en the 
two rolls, but at the lime of ihe acci- 
dent both rolls were nearly full of 
paper, so thai there was a space of 
only a few inches between the rolls 
and anything that ran between them 
must either be reduced to this thick- 
ness or break the machinery. 


When the accident occured Westover 


was engaged with a fellow workman 
in starting the web of paper on the 
roll afresh. U is customary, and in 
accordance with orders, to stand at 
the end of the rolls when performing 
this labor, but the young man had got 
around back of the machine to the 
side of the rolls and had just reached 
down to take hold of the paper to place 
it over Ihe roll when the accident hap- 
pened. 


His companion who was working 


with him stated that all he heard was 
a dull "chug," and suspecting some- 
thing had happened, hurried around 
and found his companion lying dead 
on the floor. 


As to how Westover got his head 


caught cannot be told, as nobody saw 
Jinn, but it is supposed that in stoop- 
ing lo take hold of the paper he mis- 
catulaled the distance and struck his 
head against the rolls in iust such a 
position that it was caught and in- 
stantly crushed. 


; i A n inquest was held on the body on 
inesday and the coroners' jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death. 
Deceased was a man about 22 years of 
age and unmarried and had made his 
home at Nekoosa for some time past 
during which time he has been an 
employe in the mill. The funeral oc- 
curred on Thursday.

Watch- 
men darted through the corridors awak- 
ening them when the lire Tvas discov- 
ered. Few of them had time to gather 
together any clothing and escaped in 
their nightclothes. 


The corridors soon filled with smoke 


and about half of the patients were com- 
pelled to make their way down the fire 
escape.

A DISAPPEARING "STREAM, 


The Dry Fork of Aslilcr Creek, in 


IXorthwestern Utull. 


Pome curious revelations me 
being 


mado by the United States geological 
survey. 


A recent report from C. T. I'rall, one. 


of the hydrographcrs of the .survey, lias 
reported the. existence of 
;t 
stream 


whoso water, iu the summer season, 
entirely vanishes midway in its course. 
The river is known as the Dry Fork, a 
small stream iu northwestern 
Utah, 


tributary to Ashley creek. About four- 
teen miles from its source in the Uinia 
mountains tins stream reaches a largo 
basin or sink, whose walls are from 
To to 100 feet high, except on the up- 
stream side. The pool is apparently bot- 
tomless, and the water in it revolves 
with a slow, circular motion, caused 
either by tbe incoming waters or by 
suction from below, or boll). The only 
visible outlet to this pool is a narrow 
rock channel, from which a little water 
flows, but is soon lost to sight a few 
hundred yards below. A measurement 
of the main stream just above tbe pool 
showed a volume of 00 cubic feet of 
water passing oath second, but this en- 
lire flow disappears in tbe basin, and 
the stream bed for miles below is per- 
fectly dry. 
About seven miles below 


this Interesting pool were found several 
springs, one of them in a large hole 
twenty-live feet in diameter and twenty 
feet deep, which at times ,iro empty 
•and again filled with water. 
It is 


thought that the water which disap- 
pears in Ihe upper pool flows under- 
ground deep beiow in the "ravels which 
form the bed c..f Ihe stream, and In 
times of rainfall heavier than usual 
appears 
again in part In the large 


springs below.--Atlanta Constitution.

These bushel crates arc used now ex- 
tensively by farmers who gather from 
Uio. fields potatoes, onions, carrots, 
apples, etc., placing them into these 
crates, then placing the crates directly 
into the wagon, from whence they are 
carried to cellar, without dumping 
them into wngon boxes, and shoveling 
them out again, as was done In old 
times.

The lust cut is from Farm 
and'Home nntl represents an easily con- 
structed snwbnck. 


Clucks Need Grit. 


The chicks will be benefited by hav- 


ing some kind of gritty material mixed 
with their first feed. 
Coarse sand or 


egg shells dried and run through the 
coffee mill is probably as good as any- 
thing far this purpose. 
The supply 


houses keep in stock what Is known 
as "chick grit," but we do not believe 
that It Is any belief than what bus 
been above suggested. Next to the rav- 
ages of lice, bowel troubles lead lo 
the heaviest loss of chicks, and the 
grit tends In a great degree to prevent 
such troubles. It' a chick Is killed at 
the end oC the lirst day that it has run 
with the hen its crop will bo found 
to contain a considerable quaulily of 
sand and fine gravel, and it' tin- weath- 
er is such that the hen can be turned 
loose the day following that on which 
the brood is taken from the nest, and 
be allowed lo select the food, the own- 
or will generally be safe in relieving 
himself of any concern regarding their 
health. 
The hen sees to it that tho. 


chicks get something 
which js not 


usually thought of by the owner, and 
that is grit.—Drovers' Journal. 


Clover iu the Kotatinn Crops. 


It is now generally understood that 


the rotation of crops is practiced so 
that the plant foods in Ihe soil may be 
drawn upon about in equal quantities 
instead of using heavily of one and lit- 
tle of the others, as is the case when 
one crop is grown several years in suc- 
cession. There is another point about 
;iie rotation of crops Hint Is not so 
well understood by farmers, and that 
is the value of using clover or some 
plant of a similar character as a part 
of the rotation crops, and simply be- 
cause it returns more plant food to tbe 
soil than it takes out of it. Thus is 
one reason why authorities on legumes 
have urged so persistently that farm- 
ers use lliL-m more freely and 
have 


shown where cowpeas, Canada field 
peas and the velvet bi-an can be used 
to advantage on farms where It does 
not seem possible to get a good stand 
of clover.—Indianapolis News. 


licet StiRnr and Cane Kn^.-ir. 


Dr. Wiley, who is one of tho most 


earnest advocates of sugar beet cul- 
ture In the United .Stales, said at a 
farmers' meeting in Ontario that the 
sugar cane growers in the tropics had 
.1 decided advantage over the sugar 
beet growers of the Northern Stales in 
the cost of production of sugar. If the 
labor of the South was as effective as 
that of the North, and ns much enter- 
prise was shown In developing 
the 


fields for cane and In other branches 
of the industry as must be shown on 
Northern farms in beet growing, iho 
canea cro;> would win in the race every 
time. We believe this to be true, and 
therefore we arc unable to understand 


IMowin« Under Urern Crops. 


That there is merit in green unnur- 


Ing. adding humus to the soil, no one 
will deny who has tried it on muder- 
Htely heavy soils, but that it should be 
;enerally practiced without regard to 
soil or local conditions is not a correct 
principle. Most of the plants used for 
;rcen manuring are leguminous in 
character, hence have absorbed the 
greatest quantity of nitrogen from the 
air when they have reached maturity, 
and, in most sections, the hay of clover, 
cowpeas and velvet bean has a value 
too great to warrant one In using it as 
green immure, and this is especially 
tbe case on light, rather sandy soil, 
where the green manuring Is of the 
least use. 
Under Hie conditions refer- 


red to the most prolltuble plan would 
be to let the crop mature and feed It 
for roughage, using the manure on the 
farm; in this way one lias all the ad- 
vantage that would come from 
the 


green manuring, under such circum- 
stances, and tho hay for feeding be- 
sides. 
Again, there Is danger of sour- 


ing the soil by too much aud too fre- 
quent green manuring, so that one 
should know his soil thoroughly, or. 
better still, experiment carefully and 
note results, before going Into green 
manuring loo exlouslvely.-Indiannpo- 
lls News. 


Growing tliu Dust Apples. 


Nurserymen report an unusual de- 


mand for the older and best-known va- 
rieties of apple trees, such as Rhode 
Island Cireenlng, King, etc., and those 
who have fruited these old favorites 
are encouraging the demand for them. 
Crowers have paid much attention to 
the Inter introductions and lost sight 
of the good things at hand. The writ- 
er remembers buying several barrels 
of King apples some twenty years ago 
In New Kugland which were superb 
In quality and size, far superior to the 
majority of the varieties of recent In- 
troduction, and where this variety can 
be grown It may bo safely said tiial It 
has no rival. 
At this season of the 


year the good old varieties Ilk,; King, 
Hhode Island Cireenlng, 
Spltnenhurs 


and Northern Spy bring more money 
than tbe newer sorts.—Exchange. 


Wheat us n HOK Food. 


Results oblained at the Wisconsin 


experiment station show that there la 
practically no difference in the quanti- 
ty of pork produced from 
llu; same 


weight of whc.it or corn. In four trials 
nu average of 409 pounds of ground 
wheat were required to produce 100 
pounds of gain In live weight. In two 
trials with corniue.nl 40S pounds were 
required to produce 100 pounds of gain. 
When a mixture of equal parts of 
wheat and corn was fed, better results 
were obtained thau when cither wheat 
or corn was fed alone. 
It required 


485 pounds of mixed wheat and corn, 
half and halt, by weight to produce 10(1 
pounds of gain in live weight. 


Concerning Sorghum. 


We have never known of u case of 


either first or second growth sorghum 
or Kaffir corn Injuring cattle after be- 
ing cut up and thoroughly dried, says 
II. It. Coll roll, of the Kansas experi- 
ment station. We have never known 
of a case of cither lirst or second 
growth sorghum or Kallir corn injuring 
hogs fed cither green or dry In anv 
stage of maturity. Sorghum hay is not 
nearly so good a bog feed as either al- 
falfa or clover, but where neither of 
these is available it will pay to food 
tbe sorghum. 


Slick to One lirccil, 


If farmers would lake one good breed 


of fowls and carefully study their char- 
acteristics, 
they would make mi 


profit than if they keep trying to mis- 
Inatc some new breed. It sounds well 
to hear yourself spoken of as the orig- 
inator of sonic new 
and 
valuable 


breed, but very few ever succeed in 
starling a variety of fowls that ever 
amounts to anything.

worry the milk cows.

giving milk. 


If there Is any one thing that need: 


a dairyman's personal attention more 
than any oilier, it is milking. 


If there Is a little milk left in the 


udder each time il will cause any cow 
to decrease In her milk (low aud tiually 
cease giving milk at all. 


Knowing how means much in butter 


making. This Is why one person's but- 
ter is (juoted at "0 cents a pound, while 
another's from just as good milk, will 
bring only 8 cents. 


A cow should bo milked three or four 


times .1 day if she is suffering from 
any disease of the udder. 


There should be no loud, boisterous 


language permitted while 
doing the 


milking, for the cow is a nervous crea- 
ture, and any uncalled for excitement 
affects the quantity and 
quality of 


milk unfavorably. 


It is tbe little attentions th.it go to 


make up the successful management 
of dairying, and he who docs not study 
the needs of the common cow aud her 
environment need expect no success 
with her blooded sister.

Home Notes. 


Old oak furniture can be thoroughly 


cleaned by being washed with hot beer. 
When all spots aud dirt have been re- 
moved, polish In the usual way with 
beeswax and turpeiiliue. 


The white lead that is used in paint- 


ing in oils, aud which may be bought 
at any shop where art paints are sold, 
is the best and simplest sort of cement 
to mend china. It is so durable that 
dishes mended with it can withstand 
water. 


To economize soap In tbe laundry a 


little pipe clay may be used for kitchen 
cloths aud other much soiled articles. 
It has a very cleaning effect, and if a 
liltio be dissolved in the water only 
about half the usual amouut of soap 
will be required. 


To soften water for laundry purposes 


when you have no rain water supply it 
Is a good plan to draw the water threo 
or four days before it Is needed for use, 
and to expose it to the air. This will 
render It quite soft, and will make 
soap either entirely unnecessary, "or. at 
any rate, will make a very small quan- 
tity of 11 sutlicient. 


Where a sewing room is not avail- 


able the seamstress will find a rug of 
linen crash perhaps two yards square 
n great convenience. This may be put 
under tbe machine, sewing chair and 
cutting table, and will keep scraps and 
bits of thread from the carpet, and iu 
turn protect delicate fabrics from, the 
dust of the floor. It can be laundered 
spring and fall, and kept In service 
indefinitely.

DISCUSS MANUAL TRAINING. 


Interesting Seamion of Ihe Woman'" 


Club* ot Th!» Cliy. 


Many ladies of our city, having ex- 


pressed an interest in the subjects of 
Domestic Science and Manual Train- 
ing and not only an interest, but a de- 
sire to know something more of their 
practical aspects and relation to the 
public schools, the Woman's Literary 
and Historical club took the initiative 
and invited all the wouiens1 clubs of 
the city to meet and discuss the sub- 
ject. As a result of this invitation 
about fifty ladies assembled at the 
residence of Mrs. E. P. Arpin on Mon- 
day evening and an extremely inter- 
esting and beneficial program was 
carried out. 


Two musical selections formed the 


beginning. These were songs rend- 
ered by Miss Reeves in her own charm- 
ing manner and were very much en- 
joyed by everyone. 


Mrs. 'Emma Hrundage then intro- 


duced the subject of Domestic Science, 
giving in a forcible way the defects in 
our present methods of education and 
showing how Domestic Science and 
Manual training will supply just the 
physical and mental development to 
make our children better, happier, and 
more practical men and women. 


Miss Brierc followed with a discus- 


sion on the same subject, making 
clear how handwork, whether drawing 
painting, domestic science or manual 
training can never be a thing in 
in itself but a part pf the whole, 
Thought and feeling pqt into torn: 
and action bring out perfect harmony 
when these sciences of doing have 
tlieir proper place in our school cur 
riculuni. 


Mrs. Miller then entered a strong 


plea for Domestic Science and Manual 
training on the ground that our schools 
have always taken a foremost position 
in all progressive educational move- 
ments. A city that can afford a new 
forty thousand dollar High school can- 
not afford to be behind the times. 


Mrs. Jamieson, the teacher of Do- 


mestic Science at Necuali, talked to 
.the ladies informally for about an 
liOttr. She first told of the successful 
efforts of the club women of Neenali 
and Oshkosh in equipping rooms for 
Domestic Science in those cities and 
she then described minutely the fur- 
nishings of these kitchens, the cost of 
everything and the management and 
routine of her classes. 
Mrs. Jamie- 


son'a talk WAS extremely interesting, 
her long experience in the work mak- 
ing her an authority on all the prac- 
tical workings, of Domestic Science. 
Many ladies availed themselves of the 
privilege of asking questions and the 
answeit to these resulted in a better 
understanding of the subject gener- 
ally. 


Miss McKercher then read a fine 


paper on Manual training, entering 
into the subject in such a thorough 
manner that it is difficult to describe 
any part of it and do it justice and 
lack of space prevents giving a full 
synopsis. 
For one thing she said 


"Many people have a wrong or limit- 
ed idea of the scope of the work. It 
does not mean simply the handling of 
tools, but included every line of work 
in which the hand is a factor in ob- 
taining knowledge." 


Mrs. Natwick's paoer brought out 


the thought that there is more demand 
for skilled mechanics and when Man- 
ual training is introduced into the 
public school work it will give 
the 


boy an opportunity to lind his true vo- 
cation in life and the result will be 
more skilled mechanics and fewer 
poor professional men. 
Her sugges- 


tions were very sensible and to the 
point. 


The company then resolved itself 


into a committee of the whole to dis- 
cuss the advisability of presenting a 
memorial to the Board of Education 
stating therein their sympathy \viUi 
any movement to advance the intro- 
duction of Manual training and Do- 
mestic Science and asking to co-oper- 
ate with the Board in placing the 
work in the schools at an carl)' date. 


Mrs. G. K. Gardner was chosen 


chairman of the meeting. Mrs. E. B. 
Rossier, secretary. 
The resolution 


was unanimously adopted. 
Light but 


elegant refreshments were then served 
after which Miss Reeves favored the 
company with vocal selections. Con- 
siderable animated conversation was 
indulged iu, after which the ladies de- 
parted for tlieir homes feeling that a

Pension legislation in Congress is always in- 


teresting to nmnv American citizens, because it 
personally atfeels large numbers of them. A 
bill which, if it becomes a law, will result in 
the abolition of at least 500 clerks from the 
pension bureau, an army of pension auenls and 
also the many pension examining boards 
throughout the. country, has been introduced in 
tlie House by Hciu'esentativc (Jorli.-s of Michi- 
gan.

Youngest volunteers of the Civil \Var 


have put forth their claims by the doz- 
en since the close of the great conflict, 
but it has remained for Gilbert Van 
Xaudt, now a citizen of Kansas City. 
Mo., to demonstrate that the 
honor 


rightfully belongs to him, says the Sun 
Francisco Chrouick'. Iu a recent inter- 
view, Mr. Vim Zundt gave tlie follow- 
ing Interesting account of: his services 
to his country: 


"I was boru in the little village of 


I'ort 
AVilliiini, Clinton County, Ohio, 


Dec. 20, 1S51, where I enjoyed my Iirst 
schooling, and where 1 lived when the 
uiutterings of wur began to be heard 
throughout the land. Of a patriotic fam- 
ily, I was, of course, highly wrought 
up over tlie iiunendiiiK conflict, 
al- 


though not dreaming that I would ever 
be permitted lo take u hand In it. Knrly 
after u cull for troops was issued there 
came to our little village u recruiting 
ollicer with three or four privates and 
a Government wagon. Notices wen; 
posted up about the town that a war 
meeting would bu held in the school- 
house. The town was alive with excite- 
ment, and when the time came for tlie 
meeting the schoolhouse was packed 
with an eager and enthusiastic crowd. 
As I had quite a reputation in the vil- 
lage as a snare drummer 1 was engaged 
to handle the drum sticks while a fel- 
low-townsman blew the fife, and 
we 


his Ji-jr-w, S9 we hud to "iJU'l" him a 
pouy. Vau XauJt continued with us as 
au orderly to Atlauta, stayed with th? 
corps cut off v.-heu tbe balance of the 
army followed Hood, aad finally went 
with us to the sea, also through the Car- 
oliuas to Goldsb'jro and then to Wash- 
ington, where he was iu the graud review 
of the army. 
We tried to be easy ou 


the boy, but he always insisted on doiu£ 
full duty, and he did it. 
At the. iuvest- 


meut of Xavaumi, C!a., our division was 
on the left of the army ou the Savannah 
river. 
Tart of the command was over 


on the Ogechee river, twelve or fifteen 
miles away. It was to be recalled. 1 
wrote tho order and called for au order- 
ly. It was, it seems, Gilbert's turn. Tho 
little fellow came at the summons, 
t 


told him to send one of the men. lie said 
he could go anywhere any man could go. 
I gave him the envelope, and along iu 
the night he brought back the receipt. 
At Peach Tree Creek July 20, 1804, be- 
tween the assaults, I saw Geu. Newton 
of the Fourth Corps sitting ou a log with 
Gilbert on his knee, caressing him. This 
gives an idea of how small and childish 
he wan. He writes me that his discharge. 
(1805) calls for a "soldier 111 years old 
and -I feet high." 
On the Atlauta cam- 


paign, which lasted just four mouths, 
the division lots iu killed and wounded 
over 40 per cent ot its effective strength, 
and Van Zandt, only 11! years old and 
small of his age, did full duty all through. 
I think he deserves it and respectfully 
ask that a medal bo awarded him. 
I am,

BANKER SKIPS TOWN 


STEPHENS OF SEKOOSA FORGES 


Found to t>* JMittBing •whco Offi- 


cer* Attempt to ?Crre»c Him 


on Cnarge of 3C.re.on. 


The bank of TCekoosa, owned and 


operated by C. Z,. Stephens, formerly 
of Merrill, has passed out of existence 
and so far as can be learned by the 
officers of the law; Stevens himself has 
suffered a like fate, as nothing has 
been seen or heara of him since about 
eight o'clock on Saturday evening. 


The mystery surrounding the burn- 


ing of the building in which the bank 
was located had caused considerable 
talk at Xekoosa. and the owner of the 
building, S. L. Stevens, had come to 
the conclusion that the banker had set 
the_building anre. 
Acting on this 


supposition he had caused a warrant 
to be issued for the arrest of the 


his arrest occurred, while others think 


j he has taken to the woods and is hid- 
ing- somewhere near. 


In speaking of the condition of the 


bank, Deputy State Bank examiner 
Bartz recently expressed himself as 
follows on the subject: 


"We have no information in the 


premises other than that on Oct. IS 
C. L, Stephens wrote asking for the 
laws relating to banking. We did not 
know that the bank had commenced 
doing- business, but because of Ste- 
phens' inquiry blanks were mailed for 
tue call of the condition of business 
of Ins institution on Dec. 10.

These three notes had been deposit- 


ed with the Bankers National Bank of 
Chicago, and on the strength of them 
the bank had extended credit to Mr. 
Stephens In the sum of 51064 In the 
course of banning- business.

phens had had no Intention of beating 
anyone with these forged notes, and 
that he had prepared them merely to 
keep up his credit until he had got 
h!mself.out of a tight place. This is 
evident from the fact that there had 
been no attempt to sell the notes and 
although the credit extended at one 
time had amounted to over one thous- 
and dollars, a considerable portion of 
this had afterward been gradually 
paid up unrilonly aboutS5GO remained 
when the crookedness of the traos- 
action was discovered.

A distressing accident occurred in 


the paper mill at Biron on Thursday 
af ternoon which resulted in the death 
of Henry Bates, a young man about 
I/ years of age, and a son of George 
Bates of Rudolph. 
- Bates was at work at what is known 
as skinning rolls, and the belt that 
moved the machinery he was working- 
at ran off the pulleyf In trying to put 
.-his belt oack on the pulley he leaned 
against the shaft and instantly his 
clothes caught and wound about th^ 
shaft and he was whirled about in a 
frightfully rapid manner. 


The young man's fellow workmen 


notmed the engineer as qnickly as 
possible and the machinery was 'shut 
down, but not until the boy had been 
on the shaft what seemed to his com- 
panions like several minutes. 


When 
the 
machinery had been 


stopped it was found that the clothes 
had been entirely stripped from the 
young man's body, while his left le"- 
and left arm were broken and crushed 
in a most horrible manner. In sp'te 
of his serious injuries Bates was con- 
scious, and when carried into the 
engine room, he told his companions 
tnat he did not believe he was hurt as 
oaaU- as they Imagined he was. 


Bates was carried to the home of his 
sister, Mrs. Jeff. DeMars, and medical 
assistance telephoned forlmmedlately 
and Drs. RIdgman and Waters re- 
paired to the scene and made a hasty 
examination. 
They held out ver'y 
little hope of recovery for the vonn^ 
man, for It was evident from the 
weakness of his pulse that he had 
oeen hurt even worse than appeared 
on the surface.

most continuously when the machine 
is in operation, 
there being paper 


wound on one of the rolls while on the 
other it is being wound off. 
This nat- 


urally sets the two rolls revolving in 
opposite directions like the rolls of a 
a clothes wringer. Oridinarily there 
is considerable distance betwe'en t*e 
two rolls, but at the time of the acci- 
dent both rolls "were nearly full of 
paper, so that there was a soace of 
only a. few inches between the rolls 
and anything- that ran between them 
must either be reduced to this thick- 
ness or break the machinery. 


When the accident occured Westover 


was engaged with a fellow workman 
in starting the web of paper on the 
roll afresh. It is customary, and In 
accordance with orders, to" stand at 
the end of the rolls when performing 
this labor, but the young man had eot 
around back of the machine to the 
side of the rolls and had just reached 
down to take hold of the paper to place 
it over the roll when -the accident hap- 
pened.

His companion who was working 


with him stated that all he heard was 
a dull '-chug," and suspecting some- 
thing had happened, hurried around 
and found his companion lying- dead 
on the floor. 


As to how Westover got his head 


caught cannot be told, as nobody saw 
him, but it Is supposed that in stoop- 
ing to take hold of the paper he mis- 
catulated the distance and struck his 
head against the rolls in just such a 
position that it was caught and In- 
stantly crushed. 


An inquest was held on the body on 


Tuesday and the coroners' iury" re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death- 
Deceased was a man about 22 years of 
age and unmarried and had made his 
home atlSTekoosa for sojie time past 
during which time he has been an 
employe in the mill.

Victims of Shamaka Earthquake 


Now Number 2OOO—Volcano 


Breaks Out. 


Bakn, Trans-Caucasia, Feb. 17.—De- 


tails which are slowly arriving at Baku 
from Shamaka, show that 2000 persons, 
•mostly women and children, perished s» 
a result of the earthquake last week and 
that 4000 houses were destroyed. Thir- 
ty-four villages of the country surround- 
ing Shamaka also suffered. 
To add to the terrors'of the neighbor- 


hood, a volcano near the village of Mnra- 
sy. eastward of the Shamaka. has broken 
out into active eruption. A great cre- 
vasse has appeared, from 'whence im- 
mense flames and streams of lava are 
being thrown out. The course of the 
River Geoac-haika has been altered i» 
consequence of its bed being dammed 
with earth which had been disturbed by 
the earthquake. 
Battalions of guards with tents have 


been dispatched to Shamaka to aid in 
the work of rescue.

Farm and Fireside. The ilfch cut repre- 
sents a new method of protecting half 
hardy 
or tender trees in winter by 


bending them over a log rolled close to 
the ;tree, and firmly fastened there by 
bunflles of cornstalks thrown over the 
tree. A barrel or hogshead can be used 
In place of a log. with much saving of 
labor. Picture Xo. G shows a peculiar 
"war of making a strong bushel crate. 
These bushel crates are used now ex- 
tensively by farmers v/ho gather from 
the fields potatoes, onions, carrots, 
apples, etc., placing them into these 
crates, then placing the crates direcSv 
into the wagon, from -whence taev are 
carried to cellar, without dumping 
them into wagon boxes, and shovelin^ 
them out again, as -svas done in old 
times. This cut is from American Agri- 
culturist. The last cut Is from Farm 
and-Home and represents an easilv con- 
structed sawbuck. 


green manuring are leguminous ia 
character, hence have absorbed the 
greatest quantity of nitrogen from tbe 
air when they have reached maturity, 
and, in most sections, the hay of clover, 
cowpeas and velvet bean has a value 
too great to warrant one ia using it as 
green manure, aad this is especiatly 
the case oa light, rather sandy soil, 
where the green manuring Is of the 
least use. Under the conditions refer- 
red to the most profitable plan would 
be to let the crop mature and feed it 
for roughage, using the manure on the 
farm; In this way one has all the ad- 
vantage that would conie from the 
green manuring, under such circum- 
stances, and the hay for feeding be- 
sides. Again, there is danger of sour- 
Ing the soil by too much and too fre- 
quent green manuring, so that one 
should know his soil thoroughly, or. 
better still, experiment carefully and 
note results, before going into green 
manuring too extensively.—Indianapo- 
lis Xews. 


Chicks rXeed Grit. 


The chicks will be benefited by hav- 


ing some kind of gritty material 'mixed 
with their first feed. Coarse sand or 
egg shells dried and run through the 
coffee mill is probably as good as anv- 
thing f«jr this purpose.

houses keep in stock what Is known 
as "chick grit," but we do not believe 
that it Is any better than what has 
been above suggested, ^ext to the rav- 
iges of lice, bowel troubles lead to

If a chick is killed at 


1 the end of the first day that it has run

than the newer sorts.—Exchange.

Many ladies of our city, having ex- 


pressed an interest in the subjects of 
Domestic Science aad Manual Train- 
ing and not only an interest, but a de- 
sire to know something more of their 
practical aspects aad relation to the 
public schools, the "Woman's Literary 
and Historical club took the initiative 
and invited all the vromebs' clubs of 
the citv to meet and discuss the sub- 
ject. As a result of this invitation 
about fifty ladies assembled at the 
residence of Mrs. E- P- Arpin on Mon- 
day evening and an extremely inter- 
esting and beneficial program was 
carried out. 
Two musical selections formed the 


beginning. These were songs rend- 
ered bv Miss Reeves in her own charm- 
ing manner and were very much en- 
joyed bv everyone. 


Mrs. "Emma Brundage then intro- 


duced the subject of Domestic Science, 
giving in a forcible way the defects in 
our present methods of education and 
showing how Domestic Science and 
Manual training will supply just the 
physical and mental development to 
make our children better, happier, and 
more practical men and women. 


Miss Briere followed with a. discus- 


sion on the same subject, making 
clear how handwork, whether drawing- 
painting, domestic science or manual 
training can never be a thing in 
in itself but a part of the whole. 
Thought and feeling put into form 
and action bring out perfect harmony 
when these sciences of doing have 
their proper place sn our school cur- 
riculuat. 


-Mrs. Miller then entered a strong 
plea for Domestic Science and Manual 
training on the ground that our schools 
have always taken a foremost position 
ia all -progressive educational move- 
ments- A city that can afford a new 
forty thousand dollar High school can- 
not afford to be behind the times. 


Mrs. Jamieson, the teacher of Do- 


mestic Science at Neeaah, talked to 


,the ladies informally for about an 
hoiir. She Srst told of the successful 
eSorts of the club women of Xeenah 
and Oshkosh in equipping roouis for 
Domestic Science ia those cities and 
she then described minutely the fur- 
nishings of these kitchens, the cost of 
everything and the management and 
routine of her classes. Mrs- Jarnie- 
soa's talk was extremely interesting, 
her long experience in the work mak- 
ing- her an authority on ail the prac- 
tical workings-of Domestic Science. 
Many ladies availed themselves of the 
privilege of asking questions and the 
answers to these resulted in a better 
understanding of the subject gener- 
ally. 


Miss McKercher then read a fine 


paper on Manual training, entering 
Into the subject ia such a thorough 
manner that it is difficult to describe 
anv part of it and do it justice and 
lack of space prevents giving a full 
svnopsis- 
For one thing she said 


"Maay people have a wrong or limit- 
ed idea of the scope of the work. It 
does not mean simply the handling of 
tools, but included every line of work 
in -which the hand is a factor ia ob- 
taining knowledge." 


Mrs- Natwlck's paoer brought out 


the thought that there is more demand 
for skilled mechanics and when Man- 
ual training is introduced into the 
public school work it will give the 
boy an opportunity to find his true vo- 
cation ia life and the result will be 
more skilled mechanics and fewer 
poor professional men.

tions were very sensible and to the 
point.

The Inadequate Powers of the 


Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission.— (CoattaoedJ 
By EUTVAED P. BACOX 


Under the proposed amendments to the 
interstate coaicnerce act which were be- 
fore the last Congress, the rights of the 
carriers were fully protected by the pro- 
vision that the carrier might, within thir- 
ty days from the service of an order of 
the commission, begin proceedings ia a 
circuit court of the "United States to 
have snch order and the findings oa 
which it is based reviewed, and that the 
court might, if upon an inspection of the 
record it plainly appeared that the order 
proceeded npon'soaae error of law, or was 
unjust and unreasonable on the facts, 
suspend the operation or the order dar- 
ing the pendency of th» proceedings in 
review, or until further order o£ the 
court; and that if, npoa hearing, the 
court should oe of opinion that the order 
of the commission was aot a lawful, just 
anc reasonable one. it should vacate the 
order. Either party was to hare permis- 
sion to appeal from the circuit court to 
the Supreme court. 


Some confusion has arisen in. the pnV 


Kc mind oa account of th«- tendency to 
regard the interstate commerce commis- 
sion as a quasi-judicial body, owiajr to 
the fact. probabSv, that its proceedings 
are conducted in judicial form. The. 
functions of the eosunission are purely 
administrative, corresponding to those of 
a department of the government, such as 
for example, the treasury department, 
which makes its rnliags after a full hear- 
ing of all parries in interest, as to dis- 
puted poiats relating: to the imposing and 
collecting of customs duties, which rul- 
ings l>ecome iaimediatively operative and 
so remain until set aside bv the courts. 
Aa the law now stands, it is wholly op- 
tional yrlth the carrier whether or not he 
shall observe the decisions and ruling* of 
the commission; and. as a matter o* fact, 
during the past few years they have 
been generally disregarded. At a hear- 
isjr before the interstate commerce com- 
mittee of the Senate oa the Cnllom bill, 
ia April. 1900, ia reply to a question put 
by a member of the "conirnittee. the at- 
torney o? one of the more iaiportant rail- 
way companies of the country stated 
that the company which he represented 
had never complied with aa order of the 
commis^-on without contesting its valid- 
ity ia the courts. In case of noii-obserr- 
aace of any oriier o* the commission, it 
can be enforced only by the commission. 
or the person or companv injured, ap- 
plying to a circuit court "of the United 
States for a writ of injunction or other 
proper process enjoining obedience there- 
to, and either .party may appeal the ease 
to the Supreme court. " Through the ia- 
seanity of railway attorneys in devising 
means of delaying and obstructing pro- 
ceedings, the determination of such cases 
is often delayed for years, numerous 
cases having been kept in the courts for 
periods varying from five to seven years. 
There is no element in the economic 
world that is so pervasive as the cost o* 
transportation. 
It constitutes an in- 
tegral part of the cost of every article 
of food and clothing used by every man, 
tv-oman and child. ~aad of "all materials 
that enter into the construction and fur- 
nishing of a habitation for man. and the 
heating and llghtins- of such habitation:

THEY T£LL SOME INTERESTING 


ANECDOTES OF THE WAR. 


How the Boy» of Botk Armies Whiled 


Away Life in Csunp—Foraging Ex- 
periences, Tiresome Starches—Tliril- 


Scene* on the Battlefield. 


Youngest volunteers of the Civil War 


have put forth their claims by the doz- 
en since the close of the great conflict, 
but it has remained for Gilbert Van 
Zandr. now a citizen of Kansas City, 
Mo., to demonstrate that the honor 
rightfully belongs to him, says the San 
Francisco Chronicle. In a recent inter- 
view,*, Mr. Van Zandt gave the follow- 
ing Interesting account of his services 
to his country: 


'•I was born in the little village of 


Port William, Clinton County, Ohio, 
Dec. 20, 1851, where I enjoyed my first 
schooling, and where I lived when the 
mutterings of war began to be heard 
throughout the land. Of a patriotic fam- 
ily, I was, of course, highly wrought 
up over the impending conflict, al- 
though not dreaming that I would ever 
be permitted to take a hand in it. Early 
after a call for troops was issued there 
came to our little village a recruiting 
officer with, three or four privates and 
a Government wagon. Notices were 
posted up about the town that a war 
meeting would be held in the school- 
house. The town was alive with excite- 
ment, and when the time came for the 
meeting the schoolhouse was packed 
with an eager and enthusiastic crowd- 
As I had quite a reputation in the vil- 
lage as a snare drummer I was engaged 
to handle the drum sticks while a fel- 
low-townsman blew the afe, and we 
furnished the music for the occasion. 
For my services that night I received 
a silver 50-cent piece—the first money 1 
ever earned. 


"On the 6th day of August, 1S62. I en- 


listed in Company D. Seventy-ninth 
Ohio Volunteers, as drummer boy, at 
the age of 10 years. I remained with 
my "regiment, sometimes doing duty as 
an orderly at regimental headquarters, 
until I was derailed as a dispatch car- 
rier at division headquarters, Third Di- 
vision, Twentieth Army Corps, serving 
in that capacity until the close of the 
war. 


'•I was In the grand parade ac Wash- 


ington. where I was mustered out of 
the service June 9. 1S65. my discharge 
calling for a, solciier Mo years old and 
four feet high.' I brought home with 
me a pony which I came into possession 
of at Milleageville. Ga. As all captured 


tleth. Army Corps. I wa.^ assistant adju-' 
taut general of the divisl >n_ On the At- 
lanta campaign, some ti*ue neat- Kesaca

15, I think), my attention \

ed to the little fellow strugglim; along 
with, the regiment, and I detailed him.

pony. Van Zandt continued with us as* 
an orderly to Atlanta, stayed with -the 
corps cut off when the balance of the 
army followed Hood, aad finally went 
with us to the sea, also through the Car- 
olinas to Goldsboro and then to Wash- 
ington, where he was in the grand review 
of the army. 
We tried to be easy on 


the boy, but he always Insisted on doing 
full duty, and he did it. At the invest- 
ment of Savaana, Ga., our division was 
on the left of the army on the Savaanaii 
river. Part of rhe command was over 
on the Ogecb-ee river, twelve or fifteen 
miles away. It was to be recalled. I 
wrote the order and called for an order- 
ly. It was, it seems, Gilbert's turn. The 
little fellow came at the summons- 1 
tolfi Mm to sead one of the men. He said 
he could so anywhere any man could go. 
I gave him the envelope, and along in 
the night_he^bKJUshr_hack the receipt. 
At Peach Tree Creek July 20, 
rween the assaults, I saw Gen. Newton 
of the Fourth Corps sitting on a log with 
Gilbert on his knee, caressing him. This 
gives an. idea of how small aad childish 
he was. He writes me that his discharge 
(1865 > calls for a "soldier 13 years old 
aad 4 feet high." On the Atlanta cam- 
paign, which lasted just four months, 
the division lots in killed and wounded 
over 40 per cent of its effective strength, 
aad Van Zandt, oaly 12 years old and 
small of his age, did full duty all through.

The Telephone at Sea. 


methods of telephony are work- 
ing wonders in the fieM of marine sig- 
naling, and when this phase of the new 
achievements has be°n fnlly developed 
it Is believed that the danger of collisions 
and other disasters at sea will be very 
materially lessened.

In- 
asmuch as any number of different sig- 
nals may be ararnged by the introduc- 
tion of various combinations of strokes 
criven in quick succession or at long in- 
tervals. It will he seen that the possibil- 
ities of the system for sisnaling purposes 
are virtually limitless. The practical ap- 
plication of this invention has nlroady 
been carried so far that ships have been 
fitted with apparatus which causes gongs 
to rins: automatically when the vessel 
comes "within hail" of one of these sub- 
merged bells.—Harper's WeoVly.
